OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 





Your VHF/UHF/FM Indoor Antenna is perfect for improving 
your TV set's VHF or UHF reception, or your stereo receiver's 
FM reception. You can piace the antenna on your TV set or 
mount it on a waii. Other features inciude: 

Twelve-Position Fine-Tuning Control — aiiows precise tun- 
ing to heip eiiminate static, as weii as ghosting and graininess 
in the picture. 

Highly-Conductive Brass VHF/FM Telescoping Dipoles — 

extend to 39 inches (1m) in iength and pivot 360 degrees for 
easy adjustment. 

Dual UHF Loop Antenna — rotates and pivots 90 degrees for 
the best possibie reception. 

Non-Slip Rubber Feet — keep the antenna in piace on a fiat 
surface, such as the top of a TV set. 

INSTALLATION 

Foiiow these steps to instaii your antenna. 

1 . Piace the antenna on or near your TV set or FM receiver. 

2. Connect the antenna's coaxiai cabie to your TV set's 75- 
ohm VHF/UHF terminai or your FM receiver's 75-ohm 
antenna terminai. 

Mounting the Antenna on a Wall 

Your antenna comes with a bracket and two screws for mount- 
ing the antenna on a waii. 

Note: The suppiied screws are suitabie for mounting the anten- 
na on wood or sheet-metai surfaces. To mount the antenna on 


drywaii, we recommend that you use drywaii anchors (not sup- 
piied) to secure the mounting bracket. 

1 . Seiect a convenient iocation for the antenna that is near the 
TV set or FM receiver. Hoid the mounting bracket against 
the mounting surface with the hooks pointing up. Then use 
the bracket as a tempiate to mark the two screw hoies. 

2. Use a Phiiiips screwdriver to thread the suppiied mounting 
screws into the marked iocations untii the screws extend 
about Vs inch (3 mm) from the mounting surface. 

3. Hang the mounting bracket on the screws with the hooks 
pointing up, then tighten the screws to secure the mounting 
bracket. 

4. Aiign the antenna base's three mounting hoies with the 
mounting bracket's three hooks, then siide the base down 
to secure it on the bracket. 



5. Pivot the antenna assembiy on its base untii you can rotate 
the UHF ioop antenna without bumping it into the mounting 
surface. 

USING THE ANTENNA 

For VHF TV Channeis 2-13 and FM radio, fuiiy extend the teie- 
scoping dipoies and move them to an angie that produces the 
best reception. 

Hint: In weak signal areas, you might improve reception of VHF 
Channels 7-13 and FM radio by retracting the telescoping di- 
poles slightly. For UHF TV Channels 14-69, adjust the UHF 
loop antenna and rotate the fine-tuning control for the best re- 
ception.
